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Jolly  Green  Giant'  falls 
at  hands  of  little  Lucas

Beck  Spartans'  reign  as 
giants  of  the  London  and  Dis- 
trict Conference  came  to  an 
end  Friday  at  the  hands  of  a 
midget-sized  team  that  has 
never  won  a  senior  football 
championship. 

Lucas  Vikings,  with  one  of 
the  smallest  offensive  lines  in 
the  league,  rocked  the  "Jolly 
Green  Giant"  21-7  Friday  and 
eliminated  the  Spartans  who 
have  won  the  title  the  last  two 
years. 

The  Spartans  were  dropped 
to  third  place  behind  Wheable 
Warriors  who  downed  Beal 
Raiders  33-14  and  secured  sec- 
ond and  final  playoff  spot  in 
the  Eastern  Division. 

Laurier  Rams  won  their 
first  game  in  senior  competi- 
tion, edging  Clarke  Road  Tro- 
jans 19-18  on  a  last-minute 
converted  touchdown. 

The  Vikings  won  their  fifth 
consecutive  game  on  the  run- 
ning of  Gary  Preszcator  and 
Bob  Goring  and  the  passing  of 
quarterback  Don  Hall. 


But  it  was  a  fumble  recov- 
ery b^y  Al  Diezyn  late  in  the 
third  quarter  that  enabled  the 
Vikings  to  execute  what  a 
booster  poster  on  a  Lucas  wall 
advocated— "Knock  the  peas 
out  of  the  Jolly  Green  Giant." 

The  score  was  tied  7-7  and 
the  Spartans  had  the  momen- 
tum when  Diezyn  dropped  on 
a  Beck  fumble  at  midfield.  It 
took  the  Vikings  only  four 
plays  to  score  and  it  appeared 
to  take  the  steam  out  of  the 
Beck  attack. 

Preszcator,  one  of  the 
s  t  r  o  n  gest  runners  in  the 
league,  broke  loose  around  left 
end  on  a  41-yard  gallop  to  the 
Beck  18-yard  line  on  the  first 
playing  following  Diezyn's  r 
covery.  Goring  picked  up  10 
yards  on  the  next  play  but 
Hall  was  dropped  at  the  14  one 
play  later.  Hall  then  hit  Gor- 
ing in  the  end  zone  for  the  go- 


ahead  touchdown  and  Goring 
kicked  his  second  convert  of 
the  game. 

The  quick  march  to  the  win- 
ning touchdown  came  as  a 
surprise  to  most  spectators. 

Neither  club  managed  a  sus- 
tained offence  in  the  first  half 
after  Lucas  scored  on  a  65- 
yard  pass  and  run  play,  Hall 
to  "  Preszcator,  on  the  first 
play  from  scrimmage. 

But  the  Spartans  came  out 
in  the  third  quarter  and  took 
charge.  When  Lucas  gambled 
and  lost  on  third  down  and  one 
at  its  own  39-yard  line.  Beck 
took  advantage.  Quarterback 
Pete  Smolders  passed  to  Don 
McLeod  who  scrambled  19 
yards  to  the  Lucas  six.  Bill 
Shadwick  carried  to  the  two- 
yard  line  then  went  over  off 
tackle  on  the  next  play.  Hugh 
Derby  converted  to  lie  the 
score.  The  Spartans  had 
threatened  at  the  Lucas  four 


with  the  minute  flag  up  in  the 
second  quarter.  However,  Lu- 
cas held  on  two  plunges. 

Charlie  Guy's  15-yard  end 
run  to  the  Beck  25-yard  line 
set  up  a  field  goal  attempt  by 
Goring  in  the  fourth  quarter.
